44ie  *adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  lo.‘4  per  thousand  of  the 
population.  \\4ien  allowance  is  made  for  the  Piestwicli 
[hospital  pc^pulation,  the  adjustc^d  rate  becomes  14.5.  Idiis  is  a 
little  below  the  rate  for  En^'land  and  Wales,  whiidi  was  15.5  pei 
thousand  in  1458.  Similarly  the  adjusted  death  rate  after  mak¬ 
ing'  allowance  for  the  hospital  population  is  11.5  per  thousand 
compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11.4.  4'here  was  a  piw- 
ponderance  ol  male  deatlis  from  cancer  of  tlu^  Of  the 

sixteen  deaths  recorded  as  beine'  due  to  this  cause  fourteen  were 
males. 


l-'Or  the  third  \’ear  in  succession  tht're  were  no  deaths  o! 
mothers  during-  prei.^nancv  or  conhnement,  and  the  infant 
mortality  rate  was  only  84  per  thousand  live  births,  d'his  hj.^ure 
was  slightly  better  than  the  national  rate,  whic'h  was  80. (S. 

4'he  inc'ideiu'e  ol  infcx'tious  disease  wa.s  pa li icai ku'ly  low  dur¬ 
ing-  tlu;  ^'ear,  and  there*  was  no  outbre'jik  ol  any  importaiux*. 
I'hei'e  were  twenkN'  new  ('ase*s  ol  r('spirator\-  t ubeo'ulosis  and 
lour  deaths,  d'hre'e  new  ('ases  ol  non~pulmonar\  I  ube'R'ulosi.s 
also  occuri'ed.  ddiese  are  figures  w’hie'h  it  is  hoped  wall  be  reduce'd 
as  the  attack  on  t ubere'idosis  .yains  eyi'ound. 

*  “  adjust(*d  ”  means  cori'ee'ted  to  a  standaial  po|)ulalion  lor 
the  pui'pose  of  ('ompai'ison  with  oth(*r  distric'ls. 
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Two  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli, 
and  an  investigation  of  the  source  was  immediately  made.  Prest¬ 
wick  is  now  a  designated  area,  and  as  from  the  1st  January, 
1954,  no  raw  milk  may  be  sold  in  the  borough  except  tuberculin 
tested  milk,  and  up  to  1st  October,  1954,  accredited  milk  from  a 
single  herd. 

The  w,ater  supply  showed  an  improvement  in  the  results  of 
analyses  for  bacteriological  content  compared  with  1952.  Of  114 
samples  there  were  five  samples  from  Manchester  Corporation 
and  four  from  the  frwell  Valley  Water  Board  which  failed  to 
reach  the  desired  standard.  A  common  complaint  has  been 
discolouration  of  the  water  and  the  presence  of  foreign  matter, 
sometimes  leaving  a  considerable  deposit  on  standing.  I  am 
informed  that  this  is  due  to  lack  of  filtration  of  the  raw  water, 
and  to  operations  involving  scraping  of  the  trunk  mains. 
Approval  has  been  given  to  the  installation  of  filter  plants  on 
the  Irwell  Valley  supply,  but  they  will  not  be  in  full  operation 
until  1957  or  later,  and  will  provide  filtration  for  about  half  of 
the  source  of  supply. 

During  the  year  101  houses  and  20  flats  were  erected  by  the 
local  authority,  and  18  houses  and  12  flats  bv  private  enterprise. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  (1958)  a  scheme  was  in  hand  for  the 
erection  of  118  houses  at  Carr  Cloug'h  and  18  flats  in  other  parts 
of  the  district.  Thirty-six  dwellings  were  also  under  private 
construction. 

There  were  82  applicants  on  the  priority  list  at  the  end 
ol  the  year,  and  a  total  ol  1,886  applicants  on  the  general  waiting 
list. 

Heavy  deposits  of  pulverised  fuel  dust  from  an  electric  power 
station  situated  outside  the  district  caused  some  concern  during 
the  year,  hkfilowing  representations  bv  the  Borough  Council  the 
Iflectricity  Board  had  the  electrostatic  grit  precipitators  over¬ 
hauled,  and  the  nuisance  has  been  reduced. 
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'Fwo  sulphur  dioxide  recorders  have  been  set  up  in  the 
district  ;  one  is  at  tlie  vSewa«'e  and  Retuse  Disposal  W^orks,  and 
the  other  at  the  I'own’s  Yard,  Fairfax  Road. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  valued 
help  and  advice  durinp-  the  vear,  and  also  the  members  of  the 
staff  who  have  so  wholeheartedlv  worked  for  the  benefit  of  the 
lu'alth  of  the  residents.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  local  health  services  such  as  Child  WTllare, 
Mental  Health,  Care  of  School  Children,  and  Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery,  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services  provided  bv  the  Count)'  Council  are 
administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme  by  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  Li  from  headquarters  in  Bury. 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  and  maintained  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 
Patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  authority  boundaries. 

The  Borough  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
remainder  of  local  health  services,  and  the  whole  of  those  matters 
likely  to  affect  or  be  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  high 
standards  of  environmental  health,  d'hese  services  include  : — 

Control  of  Infectious  Disease  (including  food  poisoning'). 

Provision  of  suitable  Water  Supplies. 

Control  of  food  and  lood  preparing  premises  (including  the 
sampling-  of  milk,  ice-cream,  and  other  foodstuffs  for 
bacteriological  examination ) . 

Provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises,  and  the  provision  of  public 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  htness  for  human 
habitation. 

Detection  and  prevention  of  nuisances. 

The  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Control  ol  rat,  mouse,  and  insect  infestations. 

Control  of  Cleansing  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice-cream,  and  samples  of 
other  foods,  and  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  is 
undertaken  without  charge  to  the  Borough,  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  total  notifications  for  1958  ag'ain  show  a  decrease  on 
the  previous  year’s  fi^'ures  (410  in  1958,  against  454  in  1952). 
44iere  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the^  early  part  of  the  year, 
250  out  of  the  294  cases  notified  being-  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  notified,  but  they  were  of  a  mild  form.  I  he  six  cases  of 
Dysentery  reported  all  occurred  in  the  Prestwich  Hospital. 

Only  two  sing'le  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning'  were  notified 
during-  the  year.  44ie  first  case  was  a  male  ag-ed  44,  one  of  a 
family  of  four  persons,  who  was  affected  with  vomiting-  and 
diarrhoea,  but  no  other  member  of  the  family  was  affected.  Fol¬ 
lowing-  an  investig-ation,  samples  of  pressed  beef  were  forwarded 
to  the  laboratory  for  examination,  but  no  specific  org'anism  was 
isolated.  An  organism  of  the  SiapJivIococcus  Aureus  group  was 
isolated  in  the  faeces  of  one  of  the  persons  who  had  not  been 
ill.  4"he  source  of  infection  remains  unknown. 

Tn  the  second  case  a  male  aged  82  was  taken  ill  with 
abdominal  pains  and  diarrhoea  after  partaking  of  a  meal  at  a 
triend’s  house  in  a  neighbouring  district  Lbifortunatelv  no  food 
was  available  for  examination.  ;\n  organism  of  the  salmonella 
group  was  isolated  in  the  patient's  faeces.  As  in  the  previous 
case  the  source  of  infection  w-as  not  found,  and  both  cases  made 
a  satisfactory  recovery. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Section  47. 

This  section  gives  power  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  remove  persons  who  are  in  iieed  of  care  and  attention  and  who 
are  living  under  insanitary  ('onditions.  One  sucdi  person  was 
dealt  with  during  the  year,  but  he  agreed  to  his  removal  volun¬ 
tarily.

I  have  the  honour  in  presenting'  to  you  the  following'  report 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough 
for  the  year  ended  31st  Decembeiy  1953. 

During  the  year  under  review  1 ,03{)  sanitary  defects  or 
nuisances  were  discovered  at  the  premises  visited.  A  total 

of  244  informal  notices  and  10  statutory  notices  were  served.  In 
only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceeding's. 

Over  450  samples  of  milk,  water  and  ice-cream  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  results  obtained  were 
mainly  satisfactory.  I  he  Irwell  ATI  lev  AA'ater  Board  reports 
show  considerable  improvement  on  the  results  obtained  in  1952, 
due  to  the  provision  of  new  chlorinators. 

All  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  have  been  investigated  bv 
the  Rodent  Operator,  and  170  premises  were  treated  during  the 
year;  1,291  visits  being  made  during  the  course  of  investigations 
or  treatments.  44ie  banks  of  the  River  Irwell  were  once  again 
subjected  to  a  special  treatment,  and  the  infestation  found  was 
not  as  scattered  or  as  heavy  as  in  1952. 

4'wo  sewer  treatments  were  carried  (uit  on  the  public  sewers 
and  at  the  Prestwich  Hospital  sewers.  'Fhe  takes  were  the 
smallest  ever  recorded,  and  not  one  take  was  found  after  the 
second  treatment  of  the  public  sewers.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

Tlie  area  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  following'  three 
authorities  ; — 

1.  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks, 

2.  Irwell  AMlley  Water  Board. 

d.  Hevwood  and  Middleton  Water  Board. 

During-  the  year  1  14  samples  were  obtained  and  submitted  for 
bacteriolog'ical  examination,  105  being'  reported  as  satisfactory 
and  only  9  as  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  9  unsatisfactory  results 
four  were  from  the  frwell  VMllev  Water  Board  supply  and  five 
from  the  Manchester  Corporation  \\Mterworks  supply. 

The  umsatisfactorv  results  obtained  from  the  Manchester 
Corporation  MTiterworks  supply  were  due  to  the  disturbance  of 
deposits  in  the  pipes  following'  maintenance  work.  In  the  case 
ol  the  Irwell  Valiev  Water  Board,  the  results  from  this  supply 
show  an  improvement  on  the  1952  reports  due  to  the  provision  of 
new  chlorinators  at  the  reservoirs.  The  provision  of  filtration 
plants  has  now  received  Ministerial  approval,  but  they  are  not 
expected  to  be  ii-i  operation  until  1957  or  1958. 

At  the  time  of  c'ompiling-  this  report  all  samples  of  water 
taken  from  the  Irwell  \Tilley  ^Vater  Board’s  supply  dui'ing;  1954 
have  been  satisfactory. 


Four  samples  ol  water  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis, 
and  proved  satisfactory,  the  amount  of  lead  being'  less  than  0.1 
parts  per  million. 

The  water  supplied  from  a  private  deep  well  to  a  farm  in 
the  Simister  area,  which  is  not  connected  to  the  public  main,  was 
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sampled  on  three  occasions  tor  bacterioloj^ical  examination^  and 
all  reports  were  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council's  Sewage  Disposal  Whirks, 
Buckley  Lane,  Prestwich,  in  detritus  and  precipitation  tanks 
(using  alumina  ferric),  afterwards  passing  through  percolating 
filters  to  humus  tanks  and  thence  the  effluent  is  discharged  into 
the  River  Irwell.  Sludge  drying  beds  are  provided.  Storm  tanks 
are  provided  for  storm  water  in  excess  of  three  times  the  dry 
weather  flow  :  this  water  is  later  passed  throug'h  the  works  for 
treatment.  Storm  fiows  in  excess  of  six  times  the  dry  weather 
fiow  pass  over  the  storm  water  overflows  direct  to  the  river. 
Application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  extension:^ 
and  alterations  to  the  present  sewage  disposal  works  to  cope 
with  the  increased  fiow  from  developments  in  the  district. 

Simister,  which  is  a  semi-rural  district  away  from  the  main 
sewer  is  dealt  with  in  three  methods  ; — 


( 1  )  Part  of  the  area  is  drained  to  a  small  disposal  works, 
consisting  of  a  settlement  tank  and  percolating  filter. 
The  effluent  is  discharged  into  Wdhttle  Brook  MMter- 
coLirse. 

(2)  Another  area  is  drained  into  a  large  septic  tank,  the 
effluent  fi'om  this  is  also  discharged  into  the  \\'hittle 
Brook  Watercourse. 

(d)  Other  parts  of  the  district  drainage  are  dealt  with  bv 
individual  septic  tanks  and  cesspools.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  local  authc:»ritv  carrv  out  a  normal  collection  of  refuse 
every  seven/eight  clays  from  all  premises  in  the  district,  dh'ade 
refuse  is  collected  one  day  per  week.  There  is  a  special  salvage 
collection  everv  Tuesday.  Dennis  freighters  are  employed  on 
refuse  collection.  The  Council  have  a  modern  salvage  and  refuse 
disposal  plant. 

A  Dennis  Motor  Cesspool  and  CulK’  Fmptier  is  pi'ovided  for 
cesspool  cleansing. 

Administration  of  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948. 

Mechanical  and  non-mechanical  factories  have  b(u*n  ^'isited 
to  ensure  that  the}'  complied  with  the  recpiirements  of  the*  .\('ts. 
There  aix*  no  factories  in  the  area  that  emplov  outworkers.  Fh)ur 
lists  were  received  from  neighbouring  authoriti(‘s  giving  the  names 
and  addresses  of  7()  outworkers,  and  all  of  these  have*  hee-n 
visited. 

Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories.  The  report  recjuired  under  the  ]:)i'ovisions  of  .Section 
128  of  the  Tkictories  Act,  11)27,  is  gix'cn  on  pag'es  24  and  25. 
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Sir.oke  Abatement  and  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

"I'hc  prevention  of  atmospherie  pollution  ag'ain  received  atten¬ 
tion  during'  the  vear.  Routine  visits  were  made  to  factories^  and 
advice  was  g'iven  to  boiler  men  and  factory  managers  where  neces- 
sarv.  Ifightv-six  smoke  observations  were  taken,  and  in  one 
case  it  was  necessary  to  serve  a  notice  under  Section  103  of  the 
Ihiblic  Health  Act,  1930,  on  a  factory  owner. 

d'he  Prestwich  Corporation  are  represented  on  the  Manchester 
and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee.  Two  sulphur 
dioxide  recorders  are  situated  in  the  district  for  observation  bv 
representatives  of  the  Committee. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  vear  deposits  of  pulverised  fuel  dust 
from  an  electricity  power  station  situated  within  the  boundarv  of 
a  neighbouring'  authority  caused  a  nuisance  in  part  of  the  area, 
h'ollowing-  representations  from  the  Boroug'h  Council  the  Elec¬ 
tricity  Poai'd  had  the  grit  precipitators  overhauled,  and  the 
nuisance  has  been  reduced. 

Bug  Infestation. 

d'hree  cases  of  infestation  were  dealt  with  during  the  vear. 
d'he  houses  and  furniture  of  all  prospective  ccnincil  house  tenants 
are  inspected  beloi'e  tenancies  are  commenced.  In  the  case  of 
inlested  houses  the  premises  are  disinfected  prior  to  removal.  The 
Housing  Supervisor  and  Sanitai'v  Inspector  visit  the  premises 
and  advice  is  given  to  the  tenants. 


Insects. 

During  the  year  the  department’s  attention  was  called  to 
nuisances  arising  from  the  presence  of  crickets,  beetles,  moths 
and  wasp  infestation.  Licpiid  and  powder  insecticides  dealt 
effectively  with  tlie  crickets,  beetles  and  moths,  but  gassing 
measures  with  Cymag  poison  gas  were  necessarv  in  the  case  of 
wasp  infestation,  after  which  the  nests  were  destroyed. 
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Disinfection. 

Disinfection  in  cases  of  infectious  disease  is  canied  out  b}' 
formalin  spray  or  formalin  vapour  only  in  those  premises  wheiu' 
it  is  considered  necessary  by  the  Medical  Oilicer  of  Health, 

Infected  bedding  and  articles  suitable  for  steam  disinfection 
are  removed  and  dealt  with  at  the  Steam  disinfection  station  pro- 
\  ided  bv  the  Council  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  a  workman  attached  to  tlc' 
Public  Hetdth  Department.

Prestwich  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  l^iblic  Sewers  two  treatments  were  carried 
out  to  the  sewers  in  the  IVestwich  Hospital  ^'rounds.  A  total  of 
1  1  1  manholes  was  test-baited,  and  infestation  found  at  nine  points. 
A  poison  treatment  followed,  and  six  months  later  a  second  treat¬ 
ment  was  carried  out.  ddie  infestation  found  was  only  of  a  slii^ht 
nature. 

River  Irwell, 

As  in  U)5”2,  a  special  treatment  of  the  banks  of  the  River 
Irwell  was  carried  out  between  the  2hth  October  and  14th  Novem¬ 
ber,  1953,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  nei^'hbouring-  authorities  of 
Salford,  Swinton  and  Pendlebury,  and  Whitefield.  A  total  of  477 
points  was  laid,  and  190  complete  and  122  partial  takes  were 
recorded.  Poison  was  laid  at  334  points,  and  from  the  amount 
consumed  it  is  estimated  that  159  rats  \vere  killed.  44ie  infesta¬ 
tion  found  was  very  scattered  except  for  the  leiig'th  of  bank  nearest 
to  the  vSewag'e  Works,  which  is  very  roug'h  in  character,  which 
affords  plenty  of  cover  for  nesting-,  and  where  food  is  provided 
by  the  lips.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

I'he  majority  of  liouses  in  the  district  are  semi-detached,  l^e- 
tween  In  and  40  years  old.  4'here  are,  however,  the  older  type 
terraced  houses,  many  of  which  are  nearly  100  years  old.  In  the 
latter  case  this  type  of  property  has  deteriorated  due  to  the  hig^h 
cost  of  repairs. 

During-  the  year  101  houses  and  *i0  flats  were  erected  by  the 
local  authority,  '1  houses  by  other  local  authorities,  and  18  houses 
and  12  flats  by  private  enterprise.  At  the  end  of  the  year  118 
permanent  houses  and  18  flats  were  under  erection  by  the  local 
authority,  and  30  dwelling's,  including  flats,  by  other  bodies  or 
persons.  On  the  Cai'r  Clough  Site  73  dwellings  comprising  00 
houses  and  13  flats,  may  be  erected.  At  the  end  of  1953  there 
were  1,330  persons  registered  for  re-housing.  Of  these  total 
registrations,  appi'oximately  2/3rds  required  two-bedroom  type 
houses  and  1  / 3rd  three-bedroom  type.  The  number  of  applicants 
for  the  four-bedroom  type  is  very  small. 

ddie  number  of  persons  on  the  priority  waiting  list,  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  was  82, 

Overcrowding. 

No  new  cases  of  legal  overcrowding  were  discovered  during 
the  year.  hhree  cases  were  rehe^•ed  involving  204  persons.  At 
the  request  of  the  Housing  Department  117  houses  were  inspected 
for  any  circumstances  that  would  justily  re-housing.  vShortage  of 
bedroom  accommodation  was  found  on  occasions,  this  beinc  due 
to  newly-\\'eds  taking  up  residence  in  theii"  parents’  homes  and 
increases  in  the  number  of  children  in  mixed  families.

4'he  two  milk  samples  found  to  contain  tuberculous  infection 
w('re  obtained  from  two  different  producers,  one  in  Prestwich^  the 
other  in  Radcliff'e.  In  f)oth  cases  the  Ministry  of  Ag'riculture  and 
1^'isheries  was  informed,  and  an  inyestig'ation  carried  out  by  their 
\eterinary  olffcers.  In  the  Prestwich  case  it  was  found  that  two 
co\ys  had  been  remoyed  from  the  farm  for  slaug'hterini^^'  before^ 
the  commencement  of  the  enquiry.  Samples  of  milk  were  obtained 
from  three  q-roups  of  four  cows  with  negative  results.  At  the 
Radcliff'e  farm  one  cow  was  removed  and  slaughtered  followdno- 
the  inyestiqation,  and  samples  of  milk  were*  obtained  from  a  herd 
of  15  cows,  ag'ain  with  nc'gative  results. 
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As  from  the  1  si  januarv,  1054,  no  raw  mills  may  be  sold 
within  the  borou^li  as  Prestwich  is  included  in  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  b)  Order  195b,  which  allow> 
only  milk  desigmated  as  “  Pasteurised,”  ”  Sterilised,”  or  “  Tuber¬ 
culin  'Tested,”  and  up  to  the  1st  October,  1954,  “Accredited,” 
to  be  retailed  in  the  borough.
